Democrats Need Three 
of These to Win, 


SPLIT ING. 0, P. MAKES 
COMPLICATION POSSIBLE 


Believed Wilson Will Win 
Easily Over Both Candidates’ 
in the Electoral College, But. 
if, No Candidate Gets Majori- 
ty, House Elects the Presi- 
dent.

Washington, July 23.—(Special.)— 
With three strong electoral tickets 
in the field the political map this year 
will present a marvelously interesting 
checker board. 

Complications appear in the situa- 
tion that are very seldom presented 
in the election of a president. The fate 
of a great political party which has 
been dominant in the country for al- 
most fifty years is at stake, for even 
i¢ the new third party, headed by 
Theodore Roosevelt, does not carry the 
electoral vote of a single state, the 
movement bids fair to drive a wedge: 
into.the republican party which will 
split it asunder. In the realignment 
which’ will take place men in both 
parties are deeply concerned. 

Another probability—though it is 
not yet taken seriously—is that the 
new third party may win enough elec- 
toral votes to prevent either the regu- 
lar republican or the democratic elec- 
tors being in the majority in the elec- 
toral colleges. In such event the’ 
election of a president would — be 
thrown into the house of representa- 
tives, as has happened on two oc- 
casions in our history, and here again 
interesting eomplications would come 
up. Each state would have one vote, 
in the house and the majority of t.e 
state delegation would decide how that’ 
one vote should be cast. There arevsat 
present tweny-two states in which 
the democrats have a majority of the 
delegation and twenty-two in which 
the republicans have a majority. In 
four states the delegation is evenly 
divided, This means the complexion 
of three state delegations would have 
to be changed before a choice could 
be made. There are forty-eight states, 
and it takes twenty-five to make a 
majority. 

Think for a moment of the whirl- 
pool of excitement into which the 
house would be thrown by having this 
responsibility thrust upon them. The 
trading and electioneering at the 
Chicago convention would be a sum- 
mer shower in comparison to an-~In- 
dian ocean typhoon in comparison. 


How a President 
Is Chosen. 


The theory of the constitution is that 
a president is chosen, not by the peo- 
ple, but by the electoral college. The 
second paragraph of section 1, article 
2 of the constitution says: 

"Each state shall appoint, in 
such manner as the legislature 
thereof may direct, a number of 
electors, equal to the whole num- 
ber of senators and representa- 
tives to which the state may be 
entitled in the congress; but no 
senator or representative, or per-

FIRST—Future inmates must come from homes in our midst.

The Tippins Bill.

Because the legislature prefers to 
‘be governed by arbitrary individual 
‘estimates of how the “folk at home 
stand,” supplies no reason for the 
| governor to turn down a popular ex-

the result of which reflected the de- 
mand of a whole state. 

The fact that the present law. makes 
it possible for beer saloons and clus 
rooms to thrive in Georgia, in contra- 
vention of the statutory law, is due to 
the virtual repeal of the so-called pro- 
hibition law through the greed of leg- 
islators who passed it. Appropriation 
blood was wanted out of the turnip 
of hypocrisy. Having got the money 
they now complain that the turnip has 
become a beet. They would therefore 
cut off the tap-root and drain the 
appropriations to the state university, 
common schovls, confederate pessions 
et al., untiy the vegetable of sustenance 
becomes as bloodless as death, 

With or without taxation, prohibi- 
tion will not prohibit. No jaw will 
be respected unless supported by pub- 
lic sentiment. 

Aside from taking $248,000 annually 
from the treasury, the Tippins bDiil 
means that 850 places of business must 
‘go on the rent market. This means 
| the reduction of renta] values, the con- 
sequent reduction of tax revenues, and 
the doubling of the treasury loss. 

It means more than this: To put 
850 beer saloons, locker clubs and 
breweries out of business involves 
much t6 home support. Every saloon 
sustains on an average three men,

12 GIRLS PERISH 


IN A LONDON FIRE 


And Many Others Are Injured. 
Victims Employed in Christ- 
mas Card Factory. 


London, July 23.—Seven girls were 
five were fatally injured ans 
several others severely hurt in a fire 
in a four-story building in Moor 
, in the heart of the city, occupied 
celluloid Christmas card manufac- 
turers, who employed many females. 
The fire started itn a front room on 
the top floor, and spread quickly. To 
reach the stairs, the girls in the back 
room had to pass through the front 
room, and before they realized their 
danger, the flames had cut off: the 
means of escape. 

In a few minutes the back room was 
ablaze. Some of the girls managed to 
reach the roof and escaped by cross- 
ing a plank to the next building, 10 
feet distant, but one lost her footing 
and fell. Two were overtaken by 
flames hefore they gained the dizzy 
bridge, and a large number leaped 
from the windows, several of them 
ving horribly mangled. Five girls 
were burned to death. 

The response of the fire brigade was 
prompt, but the swiftness of the fire 
and the fier¢eness of the flames blaz-® 
ing from, the windows prevented ef- 
fective sisal the fire escapes.

Infantry Covers 20 Miles. 

A liberal estimate for the distance 
covered by the infantry in the two 
days’ battle is: 20 miles. Practically 
all the men made the full 10-mile 
march each day, very few having 
dropped out. The men were in heavy 
marehing orders and this made thg@ 
marching extremely tiresome. They 
slept under “pup” tents Monday night. 

The cavalry marched about 40 miles 
during the two days. 

Tuesday's fighting began about day- 
break and ended at 11 o'clock. The 
Red army, under command of Colonel 
E. E. Pomeroy, contained but one full 
regiment, the Fifth, of Atlanta, and 
three battalions, the third and fourth 
unassigned Georgia, and one troop of 
regular cavalry, a total force of about 
1,200 men, The Brown army, com- 
manded by Colonel Lomis, contained 
the three regiments of infantry, the 
First South Carolina, First Florida and 
Fourth Alabama and the Second squad- 
ron of Georgia cavalry, a force of 
somewhat under 1,600 men.

AUTOMOBILE LAWS 
VAGUE,SAYS COURT 


One Atlanta Ordinance and 
One State Law Held In- 


capable of Enforcement. 


The state court of appeals in a de- 
cision rendered yesterday in the case 
of Ed Hayes, a negro chauffeur, holds 
that the city ordinances of Atlanta as 
well as the state law regarding the 
operation of automobiles are, in some 
instances, too vague and indefinite to 
be capable of enforcement, 

Hayes was convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter for the killing of Miss 
Aline Edwards, as she was alightinyg 
from a street car in West End, and 
was sentenced to a term of three years 
in the state penitentiary. 

The court upholds the conviction of 
Haves, but on that feature of the state 
law which prohibits the running of 
an automobile at a speed greater than 
six miles an hour, past a street cross- 
ing. 

At the same time the court declares 
that the Atlanta ordinance prohibitinz 
“careless and recKless driving on the 
streets,” and the state law prohibiting 
the operation of an automobile at a 
“rate of speed greater than is rea- 
sonable and proper,” are null and void 
because they fail sufficiently and 
clearly to define the prohibited act.
